Before they suspected him, Ma- 
loney said, he took names out of 
the city directory in filling out the 
18 or 20 cards he turned in as an 
SWO C organizer. He said the 
$1 initiation fee for each came out 
of the $25 a week he received from 
the union. 

He was a “little green” about 
the operations of the Wagner La- 
bor Relations Act, he added. 

Maloney testified he became a 
C I O organizer to facilitate police 
work he was doing on a sabotage 
investigation. The company paid 
him no money for his work with 
the C I O, he testified, adding that 
he did that outside of his duties 
as a patrolman. 

Hs regular work, Maloney said, 
consisted of patrolling the steel 
plant in uniform. 

“Did you think by changing your 
uniform and getting into civilian 
clothes the men in the plant 
wouldn’t recognize you?” La Fol- 
lette asked. 

“I knew most of the men in the 
plant who belonged to the C I O, 
and all I had to do was steer clear 
of them,” Maloney explained. 

Not Strict in Picking Policemen. 

James L. Williams, Republic po- 
lice chief, told the committee he 
was never “very strict” in checking 
on the character of applicants for 
company police jobs. Usually, he 
said, applicants were required to 
furnish three references. 

“Not to any extent,” he testified, 
was an effort made to find out the 
past record of a new member of the 
police force. 

Maloney, who testified he had 
worked for three years as the driver 
of a city police ambulance before 
going with Republic, interposed to 
say that he had “no reputation as 
a criminal that I know of.” 

“I don’t believe a man can be 
classified as a criminal until he is 
convicted of a felony, or something 
greater,” he observed. 

La Follette produced a report 
from the Cleveland Police Depart- 
ment on Maloney’s record in that 
city. It showed that he twice was 
sentenced for petty larceny, once 
after being arrested on a charge of 
burglary and larceny. On another 
occasion he was sent to jail on a 
charge of destroying property, and 
once was given a 60-day sentence 
for an automobile law violation. 

During the 1937 Republic strike, 
Maloney testified, he was arrested 
for having “fictitious” automobile 
tags. He said he now is employed 
on Republic’s police force at the 
Corrigan-McKinney plant. 

78 New Policemen in Year. 
Questioning Williams, La Follette 

brought out that the company add- 
ed 78 men to its force from March, 
1936, to March, 1937, when 348 men 
were on the rolls. 

“Did you know that members of 
your police department were keep- 
ing union organizers under surveil- 
lance?” La Follette inquired at the 
culmination of a long series of 
questions. 

Tes,“ Williams replied. 

Howard Porter, a 8 W OC organ- 
izer, testified that in his work in 
Canton he was “followed constant- 
ly” by steel company guards. He 
said he complained to the Sheriff's 
office and two men who had been 
following him in a car were arrest- 
ed, but released later.

Police Gave Fictitious Names. 
LaFollette put into the record a 
police report showing tue arrest of 
George Taylor and Ben Harris, Re- 
public police, on the complaint of 
Frances Nagie that they had fol- 
lowed her after she left 8 W OC 
headquarters. Earl Butler, captain 
of Republic’s Youngstown police, 
identified them as George Snyder 
and Ben Miers, members of His 
staff. 

Called to the stand, Snyder said 
he registered at a Youngstown 
hotel under an assumed name. In 
shadowing Shiffka, he said he 
found the latter made contact 
“mostly with Communists.” 

Burke, sitting next to Snyder, 
engaged in a heated exchange after 
Burke said steel company agents 
had attempted to “assassinate” his 
character. Both Snyder and Butler 
denied this. 

Witness and Steel Counsel Clash. 

T. F. Patton, Republic counsel, 
asked that the records show Burke 
was convicted of inciting strikers 
to violence last July and that his 
fine of $300 and costs was paid by 
the CIO, 

Burke retorted hotly that the jury 
panel for his trial was composed 
chiefly of the wives of company 
police, “scabs” and manufactur- 
ers. 

“The only thing I was guilty of 
was being a CIO organizer in a 
strike Republic wanted to beat and 
had plenty of money to buy police 
departments.”

crossed. 

Dispatches from the Government 
lines said a shattering bombard- 
ment could not stop the use of 
bridges or boats. 

Three columns of Government 
troops converged at the. outskirts 
of Gandesa, 14 miles west of the 
river, and were reported to have 
hemmed in the strategic town on 
the north, east and south. 

Only the main highway west from 
Gandesa to Alcaniz was said to 
be still open to the insurgents. 

The road itself was under heavy 
shell fire from Government bat- 
teries so that the moving of rein- 
forcements from the other fronts 
was difficult. 

The sudden Government success 
seemed to have put so much pres- 
sure on the insurgents that offen- 
sives against Valencia, farther 
south, and Estremadura, near the 
Portuguese frontier, were halted at 
least temporarily. :

NL RB APPEALS COURT'S

Asks Supreme Oourt to Hold That 
Labor Act Protects Men 
Who Quit Despite Contract.

WASHINGTON, July 23. — The 
Labor Relations Board asked the 
Supreme Court today to rule that 
employes of the Columbian Enam- 
eling & Stamping Co., Inc. of 
Terre Haute, Ind., who struck 
while under contract not to do so, 
are entitled to protection of the 
National Labor Act. 
The board asked the Tribunal 
to review a decision by. the Seventh 
Circuit Court of Appeals at Chi- 
cago that the men had severed 
their status of employes and could 
not complain against “unfair la- 
bor practices” by the company.

Mrs, Kline, who made her debut 
in St. Louis in 1931 while residing 
with her parents in Kirkwood, mar- 
ried Dawson Jabez Burns Jr., New 
York manufacturer and sportsman, 
in 1933. He obtained a divorce at 
Reno, Nev., less than two years 
later on ground of cruelty. 

They had become engaged in 
1932, while she was in New York, 
where she achieved success as a 
model for McClelland Barclay and 
other artists. 


FIVE OF FAMILY FOUND

Four Bodies in Locked House, 
Other in Cornfield Near

MANDAN, N. D., July 28.— Mor-

BERING FINAL PLEA 


Counsel Says Government Has 
-Failed to Prove Anti- 
Labor Conspiracy. »

LONDON, Ky., July 28.—H. G. 
Gillis of defense counsel told the 
Harlan anti-labor conspiracy trial 
jury today defendant operators 
“could have fired every man who 
worked for them for joining tne 
union and stil not be guilty under 
this indictment.” It was the open- 
inn gstatement in the defense sum- 
mation. 


Government counsel yesterday 
said a verdict of acquittal would 
mean “more blood spilled in 
lan County.” 

Gillis asked the jury to “keep in 
mind that the defendants are not 
charged with any overt acts or 
with opposing the United Mine 
Workers of America in any way.” 
Attacks Testimony About Killing. 

“The defendants ars not charged 
with killing Bennett Musick (an or- 
ganizer’s son), with bombing the 
new Harlan Hotel (where or- 
ganizers were quartered), or with 
any other police court cases,” Gillis 
said. 

These and other incidents of viol- 
ence were cited by the Govern- 
ment as evidence of an anti-union 
conspiracy. 

Gillis told the jury no witness 
had testified, during the 10 weeks 
that preceded closing arguments, 
that a conspiracy was formed or ex- 
isted. 

“On the other hand,” he said, 
“thirty-two men of integrity, many 
of them defendants here, have 
raised their testimony no such con- 
spiracy existed—and they were men 
who could not have helped know- 
ing.” 

Plea by the Government. 

Government counsel, asserting 


[the “facts are too brutal and too 


many,” asked yesterday for con- 
viction of the defendants. 

“If you want to see more blood 
spilled in Harlan County, to see 
perjury continue to run rampant, 
to allow the oppression of the man 
who works with his hands, then 
you may do so with a verdict of ac- 
quittal,” Assistant United States At- 
torney-General Well; K. Hopkins 
told the jury. 

In an opening summation lasting 
eight hours, Hopkins, a Texan, lik- 
ened conditions in Harlan County 
to the Biblical feast of Belshazzar, 
picturing operators as “feasting on 
the fruits of the labor they em- 
ployed.” 

“Revelry Has Gone Too Far.” 

“As in the Bible story the rey- 
elry. has gone too far,” Hopkins 
cried, “and I ask you to return a 
verdict telling Harlan County that 
‘God hath numbered thy kingdom 
and brought it to an end. Thou 
art weighed in the balance, and art 
found wanting.’ ” 

Hopkins portrayed fcrmer Sher- 
iff Theodore R. Middleton as a 
“willing tool” for operators in their 
opposition to the United Mine 
Workers of America. Operators 
signed the surety bonds for Mid- 
dleton, who deputized men paid by 
coal companies as mine camp 
guards. 


“The operators were able to ex- 
ert pressure on the high Sheriff,” 
Hopkins said, and he was a will- 
ing tool. This high Sheriff was 
also a coal operator. And his wife, 
the wife of Pearl Bassham, operat- 
or of the Harlan-Wallins Coal Co., 
and the wife of the (former) Coun- 
ty Judge (Morris Saylor) operated 
a company store. 

“I don’t know how Middleton's 
wife was able to go into business, 
but he (Middleton) certainly must 
have done the bidding of his mas- 
ters well.”

Reds Sought Control of 
Labors Non- Partisan 
League in Detroit. 


WOMAN WITNESS 
TO TELL OF MEETING 


Her Story Said to Link R. 
T. Frankensteen, Sus- 
pended Officer Now on 
Trial, With Coup. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, July 28.—A woman de- 
scribed by Homer Martin as a for- 
mer Communist party member en- 
tered the trial of four suspended 
officers of the United Automobile 
Workers today to relate a reported 
“deal” to give Communists control 
of the Wayne County (Detroit) unit 
of Labor’s Non-Partisan League. 

Martin, U A W international pres- 
ident, said the woman heard a re- 
port at a Communist meeting on 
terms of a “deal with Dick Frank- 
ensteen to gain control” of the local 
chapter of the League, which has 
been used for political activity by 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization. 

Richard T. Frankensteen, one of 
four vice-presidents on trial before 
the UAW executive board on Mar- 
tin’s charges that they conspired 
with Communists to disrupt the au- 
tomobile union, denied flatly any 
“deal’ with Communists. He is 
county chairman of the Non-Parti- 
san League, and Martin is state 
chairman, 

The woman was the second wit- 
ness to be called at the trial, fol- 
lowing F. J. Michel of Racine, Wis., 
board member, to the stand. Mar- 
tin, who declined to name her for 
fear of possible “retribution,” said 
she had made an affidavit. 

“The affidavit,” said Martin, 
“will show that the Communist 
party faction was going to run one 
of their own members for presi- 
dent of the league, but . . com- 
promised on a trade agreeing to 
make Frankensteen president if he 
would create a new office—that of 
organizational director of the league 
—and that a Communist would be 
supported for that position.” 

Denial by Frankensteen. 

Frankensteen challenged Martin 
to make the evidence public, 
Maurice Sugar, counsel for the men 
on trial, called Martin's remarks 
“damnable falsehoods.” 

“I regard the whole statement of 
Martin as an attack on labor’s po- 
litical voice,” Frankenteen com- 
mented. “Not daring to align him- 
self with the political enemies of 
labor, he resorts to this cowardly 
method. Martin hopes through this 
attack to destroy the effectiveness 
of labor’s Non-Partisan League. His 
tactics already have caused great 
damage to the State body, of which 
he is temporary chairman.” 

The league’s convention to out- 
line plans for this fall’s primary 
and general elections in Michigan 
has been postponed because of in- 
ternal dissension in the U A W. 

Those on trial with Frankensteen 
are Wyndham Mortimer, Walter N. 
Wells and Ed Hall. The prosecu- 
tion has called only one witness, 
F. J. Michel, board member from 
Racine, Wis., since the trial began 
Tuesday. 

J. L. Lewis’ Name Enters Trial. 

John L. Lewis’ name was brought 
into the trial when Sugar qvarged 
that Martin was trying to link 
Lewis with what Martin has termed 
the Communist conspiracy to wreck 
the union. : 

Martin denied the assertion, and 
said it indicated Sugar’s “persistent 
attempt to misrepresent the facts.“

Wage Cut Goes in Effect. 

Company officers said approxi- 
mately $6500 was paid to production 
workers.

The agreement grew out of what 
Ickes termed the “discourteous” 
actiong of Mayor Maurice J. Tobin 
of Boston. Ickes said Tobin re- 
jected a P W A grant because he 
could get a larger one from W P A, 
after ignoring P W A queries on 
whether Boston still wanted help. 

The agreement with the RFC 
revived talk of certain large proj- 
ects which PWaA had been in- 
clined to disapprove. These in- 
clude: 

A $70,000,000 tunnel in New York 
City linking the southern. tip of 
Manhattan Island with Brooklyn. 
A $60,000,000 “all-weather” high- 
way across Pennsylvania. 

A $35,000,000 subway under Chi- 
cago’s downtown area. 

Revenue-Producing Projects. 
The R F C was empowered by 
Congress last spring to lend 381 
500,000,000 to states, cities and busi- 
ness men. Officials explained that 
R F C’s participation with PW A 
would be confined to revenue-pro- 
ducing projects, where tolls or rent- 
als would pay the loans. 

The demand for more lendable 
millions hag been evident in P W A 
activities. Of current commitments, 
93 per cent have been grants and 
only 7 per cent loans. 

The first flow of money began 
yesterday from another lending 
agency, the Rural Electrification 
Administration, which has $140, 
000,000 to disburse, 

Approval was given allotments to- 
taling $6,757,000 for power line con- 
struction and wiring in 19 states. 
Officials said these projects would 
turn electricity into 23,000 farm 
homes. 

An additional $500,000 was set 
aside for construction of generat- 
ing plants to serve Ohio projects, 
which Administrator John M. Car- 
mody said could not make practica- 
ble arrangements to buy power 
from private utilities.

Senate Campaign Expenditures 
Committee sent investigators to the 
nation’s political hotbeds today aft- 
er condemning tactics in Tennes- 
see’s Democratic senatorial race, 

Evidence in the five-man Ten- 
nessee campaign, the committee 
announced, “points gharply toward 
an election contest in the United 
States Senate regardless of which 
group's candidate wins.” 

It added, in a formal statement 
about the primary which will be 
held Tuesday: 

“Apparently every scheme and 
questionable device that can be 
used in à political contest to raise 
funds to influence votes and con- 
trol the election result is in full 
swing.” 

Asks for Inquiry in South Dakota. 

The committee also took a hand 
in the South Dakota senatorial cam- 
paign. It asked Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farley to investigate use by 
the Fanm Security Administration 
of its free mailing privilege to dis- 
tribute a “political circular” in that 
State, 

The FS A, the committee charged, 
sent out a press release to boost 
the political stock of former Gov, 
Tom Berry, Democrat, in his Sen- 
ate race against Chan Gurney, Re- 
publican. Gurney asked the com- 
mittee to investigate the matter. 

Working at top speed yesterday, 
the committee acted on complaints 
from several other states. It or- 
dered investigators back into Ken- 
tucky and Pennsylvania for more 
facts, and decided to send investi- 
gators to Georgia, North Dakota, 
Indiana, Illinois and California in 
response to new complaints. 

After studying Missouri newspa- 
per clippings, the members voted 
not to send an agent into that State 
because no charges had been 
brought directly before it. 

The Tennessee situation aroused 
so much concern among committee- 
men that Chairman Sheppard 
(Dem.), Texas, said he hoped to 
send at least six investigators there 
at once, . 

The candidates for the Demo- 
cratic nomination in Tennessee are 
Senator George L. Berry, Tom 
Stewart, Representative J. Ridley 
Mitchell, Dr. John R. Neal and C. L. 
Powell. 

Assessment of Employes. 

The committee said the evidence 
before it related to assessment of 
Federal employes by one group par- 
ticipating in the primary and as- 
sessment of State employes by an- 
other group. 

“Regardless of action that may 
be taken in the courts to punish 
those practicing illegal election 
methods and those exercising po- 
litical pressure,” it said, “there are 
indications that the Senate may be 
called upon to consider the prob- 
ability of excessive money being 
used in behalf of the victorious can- 
didates.” 

In asking Farley to investigate 
the F 8 A’s South Dakota activi- 
ties, the committee said the press 
release in question, “while pre- 
tending to be information with re- 

to Farm Security Administra- 
tion, is in reality a political circu- 
lar.” 

The document was described by 
members as setting forth assis- 
tance given to the Federal resettle- 
ment program by Berry while he 
was Governor in 1936. 

The committee wrote Farley: 

rh franked letters contain 
what your committee believes is a 
veiled, if not a direct, effort to 
influence votes in behalf of a can- 
didate for public office in South 
Dakota.” 

The committee has no desire, it 
added, to take sides or to “reflect 
upon the candidate who was named 
in this circular letter.“ 

“No Political Intent.” 

C. B. Baldwin, acting F 8S A ad- 
ministrator, said the agency would 
investigate the circular, and added 
that officials in South Dakota had 
expressed the opinion there had 
been no political intent in its issu- 
ance. 

“We have strict rules which for- 
bid our officials and representatives 
to take part in politics,” Baldwin 
said. 

Senators Sheppard, Walsh (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, and White (Rep.), 
Maine, attended yesterday's com- 
mittee meeting, They agreed noth- 
ing would be done about Harry 
Hopkins’ recent statement that 90 
per cent of W P A workers would 
support President Roosevelt. 
| They also decided to withhold 
comment on the Kentucky sena- 
torial race because their investiga- 
tors so far have gathered facts 
only about the use of Federal funds,

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Sam Breadon probably will 
decide dipiomatically, not to 
enter into any controversy-in- 
print with Jerome Herman Dean, 
but if the owner ot the Cardinals 
cared to answer the statements 
appearing under Dizzy’s name in 
this week’s issue of a national 
publication, he could make the 
great right-handed pitcher look 
like a colander. 

Dizzy, in his magazine piece, 
which should have been served 
along with crying towels to per- 
sons of a sympathetic nature, 
says that Breadon and Branch 
Rickey forced him to pop off and 
make a fool of himself, tried to 
get him to have his marriage 
ceremony at home plate, and in 
other ways paraded him as a 
buffoon before the public. 

We can visualize Dizzy when 
he first read the piece that ap- 
peared under his name.

Friendly Bitterness. 

Dizzy’s statements, of course, 
are ridiculous. Rickey relished 
the color that was Dizzy Dean, 
but there never was any collu- 
sion, though persons not familiar 
with the situation have made the 
mistake of thinking that the 
annual spring contract rows were 
ballyhoo. 

As a matter of fact, Breadon 
was so disgusted with Dean that 
he was ready long before -1938 to 
make a trade for the great right- 
handed pitcher. He realized that 
Dizzy was a brilliant performer 
on the ball field, but it irked him 
no little to have Dizzy touring 
the country, making statements 
that the Cardinals were cheap 
and that Breadon and Rickey 
were nickle-squeezers. 

Breadon resented it especially, 
because he felt that the club had 
been more than fair with Jerome 
Herman.- In the young man’s 
early days of professional . base- 
ball, he was constantly in hot 
water.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 28.— 
Harcourt A. Morgan, chairman of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, re- 
opened the old TVA feud today 
with an attack on Dr. Arthur E. 
Morgan, deposed chairman, before 
a congressional investigating com- 
mittee. 

When the committee members 
were unwilling to agree that Dr. 
Morgan’s charges were “washed 
up,” Harcourt Morgan (no relation) 
insisted on the right publicly to an- 
swer charges made by his former 
chief rather than merely submit 
answers for the record. 

After discussion, the committee 
lifted at least temporarily its rul- 
ing against personalities, two Re- 
publican members, Senator Lynn 
Frazier, North Dakota, and Repre- 
sentative Charles Wolverton, New 
Jersey, dissenting. 

Harcourt Morgan’s Answer. 

Harcourt Morgan charged that 
Dr. Morgan’s accusations were 


based on “distrust and suspicion” | 


not supported by fact and that he 
was “striving to create” a false pic- 
ture of dissension within the TVA 
board. 

He denied there was anything ir- 
regular in the manner in which the 
TV A bought phosphate properties 
in Middle Tennessee. He said the 
purchases were made with Dr. Mor- 
gams approval. 

Dr. Morgan had charged that one 
important purchase was “not made 
through the regular channels” but 
by “bargaining between Dr. H. A. 
Morgan’s personal representative 
and a member of the fertilizer in- 
dustry.” This referred to a pur- 
chase in which the T VA paid 3680, 
000 for phosphate deposits in Wil- 
liamson County, netting the Inter- 
national Agricultural Corporation a 
profit of about $500,000. 

Not an Ordinary Transaction. 

Harcourt Morgan said the pur- 
chase could not be considered with 
relation to ordinary land values as 
the transaction was in tons of min- 
erals and “not areas of lanés.” 

Harcourt Moryan Called. 

Harcourt A. Morgan headed wit- 
nesses called today. Francis Biddle, 
chief counsel for the committee, 
said Morgan would submit prepared 
statements for the record and then 
be subject to cross-examination. 

Wolverton said he would ask the 
chairman what justified the T VA 
paying more than $600,000 for cer- 
tain phosphate lands in William- 
son County, Tennessee, enabling a 
private fertilizer company to make 
a profit of $500,000 on a $100,000 in- 
vestment. The Congressman put 
the question to Director David E. 
Lilienthal but was told H. A. Mor- 
gan would answer it. 


Three Utilities Men Accept Invita- 
tions to Testify at Hearing. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 28.—The three 
public utilities executives invited by 
the congressional investigating 
committee to air their opinions in 
the TVA inquiry said here today 
they would accept the invitation. 

Wendell L. Willkie, president, of 
Commonwealth & Southern Co., said

U. S. FOOTWEAR EXPORTS RISE 


151,000 Pairs Last Month; 2 in 
Same 1937 Period. 
By the Associated Press. | 
WASHINGTON, July 28.— The 
Commerce Department said today 
exports of leather footwear. from 
the United States in June were con- 
siderably higher in both quantity 
and value than for June, 1937. 
Exports amounted to 151,916 pairs 
valued at $278,523 last month com- 
pared with 108,772 pairs, valued at 
$217,707 in the same month a year 
ago.

In these times it is particularly important that the 
people vote at the primaries. Since 1982, the Dem- 
ocratic tide has swept the country. In many places 
nomination on the Democratic ticket is equivalent to 
election, just as it has been historically in the South. 
Long ago, the South, realizing that its primaries 
were, in fact, elections, devised the run-off system, 
by which candidates who do not receive a clear ma- 
jority must again present their names to the elec- 
torate, along with their nearest rivals. We in Mis- 
sourl have no such safeguard. If it is to be as- 
sumed that further Democratic victories are in the 
cards, we can only resort to the primary to keep 
the bosses from saying who shall and who shall not 
take public office. | 

There are signs that, at next week’s primary, the 
public win be sufficiently aroused to determine the 
issues. There is no question that the Douglas-Bil- 
lings fight for the Supreme Court is of enormous in- 
terest. At bottom, it is a challenge hurled at vicious 
Pendergast rule by Gov. Stark, the first man in 
high public office daring enough to engage in open 
warfare with the Kansas City boss. There is ng 
question that the Priest-Dwyer fight in St. Louis has 
likewise stimulated general interest.

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ANTI-SEMITISM IN ITALY. 

The Fascist party’s announeed intention of creating 
what will be an entirely artificial Italian-Jewish 
race problem in Italy may be attributed to two mo- 
tives. ‘The first is to divert the attention of the 
Italian people from the country’s unsound financial 
condition and from the pinched standard of living to 
which they have been reduced by the Fascist regime. 
In the second place, it is an effort to supply a com- 
mon interest to cement the Rome-Berlin axis. 

In announcing that the elaboration of Fascist “race 
principles” would be the principal concern of the 
Ministry of Popular Culture in 1939, Achille Starace, 
the party secretary, paid the Jewish race an exalted, 
if unintended, compliment when he declared that 
“Hebrews in every nation have constituted—with 
their men and with their means—a general staff of 
anti-Fascism.” 

It remains to be seen whether the Fascist propa- 
gandists will go as far as Goebbels’ bureau has gone 
in Germany in trying to work the nation into a frenzy 
of anti-Semitism. On the whole, it is doubtful if Ital- 
ian anti-Semitism will take any such extreme form. 
In a total population of nearly 43,000,000, there are 
only 48,000 Jews—only about one-tenth of 1 per cent. 

It seems inconceivable that Mussolini should have 
any real interest in promoting a racial witch hunt 
such as Hitler has sponsored in Germany. Extreme 
emphasis on the Aryan dogma in a nation that has 
been engulfed by so many varied waves of invaders 
might prove too great a strain upon the Italia 
sense of humor. a

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MR. O’MALLEY’S BONER. 

One of the clumsiest gestures of the campaign is 
R. Emmet O’Malley’s appeal to insurance agents to 
censure Gov. Stark by voting for Judge Billings. Mr. 
O'Malley was fired from the post of State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, as the outcome of the notorious 
compromise by which somé $12,000,000 of impounded 
insurance premiums were to be split 80-20—80 per 
cent to the insurance companies, their agents and 
lawyers and 20 per cent to the policyholders. Most 
of the money was so split, and disposition of the re- 
mainder has yet to be made. 

In hif letter to the agents, he prefaces his request 
with the clause, “If my policies and conduct as Super- 
intendent of Insurance have your approval.” We do 
not know how the agents feel about it, but the O’Mal- 
ley letter is certainly maladroit from the point of 
view of the fire insurance policyholders, who were 
deprived of money supposedly owing to them. 
What boots it for the Billings cause if, by arraying 
the agents for him, Mr. O’Malley antagonizes the far 
greater number of policyholders?

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A BILL OF RIGHTS IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 

Czechoslovakia has moved to settle its minorities 
problem with a nationalities statute which is in 
keeping with that Republic’s democratic traditions. 
The proposed measure as given out in Praha amounts 
to a Bill of Rights for all the diverse nationalistic ele- 
ments which live together between the geographical 
jaws of Hitler’s Germany and Nazi-ized Austria, 

All nationalities—Slovak, German, Hungarian, Pol- 
ish—would be given the same rights, and language, 
race and religion would have no place in the deter- 
mination of a citizen’s “political reliability.” The 
extent to which each nationalistic group could hold 
administrative posts in the provinces would be reg- 
ulated by the relative population strength of the 
groups. 

This same test would be used in determining the 
personnel of the civil service, the number of schools 
for each group, the distribution of Government con- 
tracts and the proportional basis on which Gov- 
ernment funds will be expended for cultural and wel- 
fare causes.

The prospect that many St. Louis 
Republicans will call for Demo- 
cratic ballots in next Tuesday's’ 
primary, because of lack of inter- 
est in the limited contests in their 
own party and general interest in 
several Democratic contests, has 
caused inquiries by some precinct 
election officials over the right of 
voters to change in this way.

There has been no indication that 
there would be w e challeng- 
ing of Republicans Tuesday, in 
spite of the general expectation 
that many of them will turn to the 
Democratic ticket. The only per- 
sons in position to make challenges 
would be the Democratic challeng- 
er and the Democratic judges in 
each precinct, in the ordinary 
course of events. 

It is a crime, the instructions 
point out, to challenge a voter with- 
out having knowledge or reliable 
information that the ground of the 
challenge is true.

FEWEST TYPHOID DEATHS 
M b. S. SINCE RECORDS BEGAN 


280 Succumb in 1937 in 78 Cities, 
Lowest Rate in New En- 
Sand. 
By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, July 28.—Deaths from 
typhoid fever in the United States 
were fewer last year than at any, 
time since records have been kept. 
The American Medical Association 
reported yesterday only 280 deaths 
occurred from the disease in 1937 
in 78 cities for which complete data 
was available since 1910. 

A few small outbreaks of the dis- 
ease were noted in the association’s 
twenty-sixth annual survey in 93 
cities, but a continued downward 
trend in the death rate in large 
cities was shown. 

New England cities reporting had 
the lowest rate for any group, 0.45 
in 100,000. The highest rate, 2.34, 
was reported in a West South Cen- 
tral group of cities, which in- 
cluded Tulsa, El Paso, Houston, 
Fort Worth, New Orleans, Dallas, 
Oklahoma City and San Antonio,

Refrigeration. 


A winter of too much ice may 
have given prehistoric man his 
first lesson on how to preserve food 


by cold. A mild winter with too 
little ice, back in 1889, was indirect- 


ly responsible for the rapid develop- 


ment of modern mechanical refrig- 
eration. Faced with the greatest 
ice shortage in history in the sum- 
mer of 1890, America set out to 
make use of inventions which would 
give refrigeration independent of 
Nature’s whims. Machine-made 


have all come into general use 
since that time, 

Better food ving in Ameri- 
can homes today because producers, 
shippers, and dealers have hastened 
to take advantage of these discov- 
eries. Homemakers want to know 
how to use their refrigerators to 
keep the family’s food at its best, 
especially through the midsummer 


Which foods should be covered? 
Which uncovered? Which placed 
at the bottom, which at the top of 
the refrigerator? Rules are easily 
forgotten. Sometimes they change 
with new discoveries, or with new 
types of refrigerators. It may help 
the bride of 1938, and her mother 
as well, to hold in mind a few gen- 
eral principles. 


First of all, cold retards the 
growth of destructive organisms, 
That is the answer to the question, 
“Why refrigerate?” Bacteriologists, 
including some in the Bureau of 
Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
after testing many highly perish- 
able products, believe that tempera- 
tures of 40 to 50 degrees Fahrenheit 
give adequate protection for most 
foods. There are refrigerators of 
every type, ice, gas, kerosene and 
electric, which will maintain. these 
temperatures if properly handled. 

On the hottest days; when the 
kitchen thermometer reads 90, at 
least 50 per cent more ice or elec- 
tricity is used to maintain the 
proper food temperatures in your 
refrigerator than on 70-degree days. 


.| Placing the refrigerator next to 


the kitchen stove, or in a sunny 
place on the poren is like exposing 
it to a continuous hot day. Such 
treatment is not fair to the refrig- 
“a nor to the family pocket- 


A refrigerator cannot be expected 
to cool off any large portion of the 
outside air and still maintain nec- 
low temperatures inside the 
cabinet. When preparing a meal, 

form the habit of taking several 
articles from the refrigerator at 
one time. Close the door as quickly 
as possible and latch tightly. after 
every use. If your box has seen 
several years of service, check the’ 
door gaskets and hinges to be sure 
they are still very. tight.- 

Don't force the refrigerator to do 
a large amount of unnecessary cool- 
ing. Avoid putting hot dishes into 
the cabinet. Every bowl, plate box, 
paper sack, even every piece of 
wrapping paper—as well as every 
bit of food—placed in the frefrig- 
erator should have a perfectly good 
excuse for being there, since every- 


thing added to the load brings more 


heat to be cooled off. Many re- 
frigerators do much such unneces- 
sary cooling, at unnecessary ex- 
pense to the household. More im- 
portant than this the extras often 
help push the temperature up too 
high for effective refrigeration, 
largely because they block air cir- 
culation, 
Low Temperature. 

Certain foods, milk, cream and 
raw meats, are especially inviting 
to bacteria, and lower temperatures 
are required to check their un- 


wanted growth. The thermometer 


should not creep up over the 48 
mark in the section of the refrig- 
erator where these foods are stored. 
Just a little more warmth than 
this, five more degrees, will in- 
crease the bacteria birthrate in a 
bottle of milk by hundreds of thou- 
sands in a single day. If you have 
any doubt as to the efficiency of 
your refrigerator, reserve the cold- 
est spot for dairy products and raw 
meat. Speed milk and cream to the 
refrigerator, taking only enough 
time to wash off the outside of the 
bottles. Creamed dishes and des- 
— made of milk or cream, or 
ggs, require the same special con- 
sider tion. 
Epidemics of food poisoning, re- 
ported every summer, are usually 
directly traceable to improper re- 
frigeration of foods of this group. 
Bacteria-infected custard mixtures 
of milk and egg, and raw and 
cooked meats, especially ground 
meats, are most often the sources 
of the trouble. 
Cold air falls, warm air rises. 
Unless turned aside from its course, 
the coldest air current falls directly 
down to the box fioor from the 
cooling unit or ice block. It greed- 
ily takes up warmth from the 
stored foods in its path. Crossing 
the floor, the slightly warmed air 
takes the open course up, which is 


This much may make all the dif- 
ference between sweet and sour 
cream for breakfast. 

Trays, large platés or paper sacks 
may divert these air currents. Over- 
crowding may cut them off and 
reduce the efficiency of the refrig- 
erator. Dishes are better than pa- 
per sacks, as they allow freer pass- 
ageway for the cooling air stream. 

The circulating air carries off 
moisture and odors as well as 
warmth, A tight covering for raw 
meat keeps the surfact too moist, 
thus making good growing condi- 
tions for bacteria. For best results 
keep raw meat but a short time 
(never longer than two days) un- 
covered or lightly covered at 40 to 
45 degrees Fahrenheit. N 


Food Problem. 

Ground meats should be handled 
with special care and used quickly 
as there are multiple surfaces to 
invite attack, and the bacteria have 
been well seeded through the mass. 
Edible meat organs should be used 
on the day of purchase. It is un- 
safe to hold ready-to-serve meats 
longer than two days, even at 40 to 
45 degree temperatures.

. JEFFERSON CITY, July 28. — 
The record on labor legislation of 
Senator Bennett C. Clark, seeking 
Democratic renomination, was at- 
tacked by Joseph T. Davis, oppos- 
ing him, in a speech here last night, 
following previous attacks upon his 
agricultural legislation record. He 


Said that although Senator Clark 


may finally have voted for certain 
labor measures it was only after 
he had done everything in his 
power to minimize, delay and defeat 


such measures. A review of the 
Congressional Record, Davis said, 
demonstrates that he has been in 
enemy of labor. 

“Senator Clark,” Davis said, 
“would, have you believe that he 
participated in and was partially 
responsible for the enactment of the 
Railroad Retirement Act, when, us 
a matter of fact, Senator Clark had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
enactment of this legislation. 

Laboring men recall Senator 
Clark’s record in conjunction with 
the other members of his reaction- 
ary group in fighting the minimum 
wage and hour bill supported by 
the administration. They remem- 
ber how Clark fought this bill by 
amendments, by parliamentary tac- 
tics, by filibusters and behind closed 
doors of committées; they recall 
that he and his reactionary group 
sponsored the anti-lynching bill and 
used it as a football in the Senate 
while the minimum wage and ‘i0ur 
bill was pending, as a filibuster in 
order to delay and possibly defeat 
the passage of the minimum wage 
and hour bill. 

Senator Failed to Vote. 


“When President Roosevelt and 
the administration were sponsoring 
the labor section of the Guf- 
fey coal bill, Senator Clark again 
used the same sort of tactics for 
the purpose of defeating the labor 
section of that bill, and when that 
section came up for final adoption 
in the Senate, Senator Clark failed 
and refused to vote. 

“When the fair labor standard 
bill, sometimes referred to as the 
Black-Connelly bill, was up for con- 
sideration in the Senate, the Con- 
pressional Record shows that Sen- 
ator Clark not only fought the ad- 
ministration but voted against an 
amendment for eliminating the 
child labor provision. The Congres- 
sional Record further shows that 
as to this bill, Senator Clark voted 
against recommitting it to the 
committee with a view of killing 
the bill in the committee. On the 
contrary, the junior Senator from 
Missouri, Senator Truman, voted 
with the administration to keep it 
from being recommitted so that it 
might become a law.

THREE BOYS AND GIRL 
SUFFOCATED IN CAVE 


Digging Into Cleveland Hill 
When Earth Gives Way 
—Two. Get Out. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, July 28-—Three 
boys and a girl were suffocated 
beneath tons of earth yesterday 
when a caye which they were dig- 
ging into a sandy hillside collapsed. 

The victims were: William Mal- 
gan, 13 years old; Agnes Majkrzak, 
8; Edwin Kruczek, 9, and Leonard 
Jarzembak, 10. 

Ten-year-old Ruth Malran, sister 
of William, who barely escaped, 
saved the life of Eugene Kuch- 
nicki, 9, by digging frantically with 
her hands until the boy’s face was 
uncovered, 

The cave-in occurred in a steep, 
25-foot embankment near a rapid 
transit line right of way on the 
city’s southeast side. 

“We found the rain had formed 
a Fully.“ Ruth related. “One of 
the boys suggested digging into the 
hillside and making a cave. I 
helped with a piece of iron I 
found. 

“All of a sudden the dirt began 
to. slide. I was near the entrance 
to the cave and the falling dirt 
pushed me outside. I started dig- 
ging with all my might and when 
I got down a few inches I had 
taken the dirt off Hugene’s head so 
he could breathe, 

“I tried to dig some more, but I 
couldn’t. I ran to a service sta- 
tion and asked them to call for 
help.” 

Two fire rescue squads and 20 
policemen sped to the scene. One 
rescuer said: “It seemed to take 
about half an hour to get out the 
boy whose head we could see. We 
had to dig back about 15 feet and 
down through several feet of dirt 
to get the others nearly an hour 
later.” 

Firemen applied artificial respira- 
tion in vain as ambulances rushed 
the four children to a hospital, 
where hysterical mothers and other 
relatives crowded a corridor. 

Joint funeral services were 
planned for Agnes, Edwin and Leon- 
ard, all pupils in the same paro- 
chia! school, at St. Hyacinth’s Cath- 
olic Church on Saturday. Their 
bodies were taken to a funeral 
home, but that of Ruth’s brother, 
William, remained at the county 
morgue. His father, Bdmund Mal- 
zan, said he had no money to pay 
for the boys burial.

highly persuasive. Souths’ opening 
club bid was, of course, the best 
approach, and certainly North could 
not fail to answer with one dia- 
mond. Then South, with five honor 
tricks, including a fitting card in 
partners’ bid suit, two stoppers in 
each major, and a very fair six-card 
club suit, could not be criticised for 
jumping to thre6é no trump. Nor 
could North very well make any 
further bid. For all he could tell, 
South ‘might have sufficient dia- 
mond strength to establish and run 
the suit without difficulty. 
At every table West opened the 
five of spades, and East’s king was 
taken by the ace. At two tables the 
declarers laid down the king of dia- 
monds, perhaps hoping to drop an 
honor, and then found that they 
had no further play for contract. 
At three tables the declarers adopt- 
ed a more ingenious plan for the 
establishment of the diamond suit. 
They led the low diamond and, 
when West ducked (incorrectly), 
put in dummy’s eight spot. Two 
Easts, obviously working on the 
“a trick’s a trick” idea, won with 
their jack, and by so doing earned 
the declarers’ undying gratitude. 
The spade return was taken by the 
queen, and the declarers, probably 
with their hearts in their mouths, 
laid down the diamond king. When 
West's queen appeared the over- 
take with dummy's ace clinched 
five diamond tricks. After such a 
successful coup, these declarers 
were not disposed to try for extra 
tricks (which they could have 
made), but were quite satisfied 
with fulfilling their contracts. 
At the other table where the de- 
clarer attempted the stratagem of 
leading a low diamond to the eight, 
East was not a subscriber to the 
theory that “a trick’s a trick.” He 
on the first diamond lead was to IN MAN 
concede the rest of the suit. Even 
if it were possible to lose the jack 
by holding it up, he correctly reas- 
oned that this would be better than 
to make no struggle against the 
establishment of the suit. But, ac- 
tually, there was no chance of los- 
ing it, Declarer could not possibly 
have started with the K-Q and a 
low diamond and selected that 
method of play. West was abso- 
lutely marked with either the king 
or the queen and, in either case, 
the hold up of the jack would be 
vital.

‘diagnoses of heart trouble (myo- 
carditis), etc., until at last one of 
them, because he was a dairyman, 
decided to try him on undulant 
fever vaccine, on which he prompt- 
ly cleared up. :
